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BUOGET MAY BE TIP OFF 

With the political talk along Par¬ 
liament Hill seemingly becoming 
more and more Intenaiflecl lately, vet 
eran ami impaitial observers are 
now hinting that when the Canadian 
(lovernincut’s coming annual budget 
is presented In the House of Comm¬ 
ons by finance minister Abbott 
fdiortly, them may be a tip off wheth¬ 
er or not there will be a general H- 
ertlon in this country late this year 
Hila being bnned on the theory that 
important tax ruts might prove in¬ 
formative on this "hot" question. 

It is known that the Governments 
surplus at the end of the present 
fiscal year is going to be about 
fstm.tmtMMMt «»• so. with linanee min¬ 
ister Abbott having mild tbut it may 
be "of such magnitude as to bring a 
glow to the heart of any Canadian 
Minister of finance". However it is 
also known in well-informed quart- 
era here that powerful inflationary 
pressures would be released if draft- 
ie tax cuts were mnde at this time. 
As u result, no really sluup all-round 
tax cuts suqh as anticipated by the 
man In the street, might la- forth¬ 
coming except under one condition 
namely, if the government expected 
to appeal to the people in a general 
election thiq year, t'nder these con¬ 
ditions asidf from possible ellm nat¬ 
ion or reduction of so-called "nuis¬ 
ance taxes" Including the eight per 
cent sales tax and minor changes 
here or there, any sweeping tax cuts 
could be interpreted as a tip-off on 
an early appeal to the people. 



WHAT IS BEHIND THE ORDER 

Following the petition from the 
Transportation Commission of the 
Maritime Hoard of Trade and rep¬ 
resentations made on behalf of the 
Governments of Manitoba. Saskat¬ 
chewan, Alberta and Hritlsh Colum¬ 
bia together with a Hood of protests 
by members of ttie House of Comm¬ 
ons two Important orders-in-couneil 
PC 1186 and 1487 have been tabled 
giving effect to a decision of the 
Canadian Government to order u 
"thorough Investigation of the rate 
structure of railways and railway 
companies which are under the Jur¬ 
isdiction of Parliament with a view 
to the establishment of a fair and 
reasonable rate structure which will 
under substantially similar clrcutu- 
Htatices and conditions be equal in 
Its application to all per so ns and 
localities so as to permit the freest 
possible exchange of commodities be¬ 
tween the various provineea and terr- 
itorioh of Canada and the extension 
of Caniidlun trade, both foreign and 
domestic, having due regard to tin* 
needs of agriculture and other basic 
industries." 

In other words, this means Hint 
tlie Hoard of Transport Commission¬ 
ers are now in a position, for the 
first time in '2'.\ years, to look into 
Hie general freight rate structure^ 
across Canada with the object of re¬ 
moving inequalities, not to pass a 
judgement on their recent decision 
about higher rates for the railways 
There seems to be a false impress¬ 
ion among many Canadians that the 
is months inquiry which led to the 
decision favoring higher rates had 
n.Mitigated the inequalities. This 
is not true.

Furthermore, it is Learned hero 
that there is no way. at tlie mom¬ 
ent of knowing ho wlong the new 
inquiry will take, that no Royal Com 
mission could carry out such a 
freight rate structure study since 
under the Railway act, there is a 
sectiou that requires the Hoard to 
do so unless an amendment is pass¬ 
ed, Parliament allowing a change 
thereby in the procedure, that und¬ 
er the terms of reference in the new 
order in council authorizing the lat¬ 
est inquiry "mountain differential" 


can be investigated, that this new 
inquiry will be a thorough investig 
tion ol all freight rates. 

NO INTERRUPTION 
For some time now rumor after 
rumor haR been heard about financial 
difficulties between Hrltain and 
Canada likely interrupting the ex¬ 
port of food from this countty to the 
1 nlted Kingdom. However it is un¬ 
derstood here that not only will a 
satisfactory tjnaiirial arraiigemen'. 
allow existing food contracts be¬ 
tween the two countries to be carried 
out but it Is recognised here that 
Canada should not in any way dis- 
continue shipments into the United 
Kingdom, even temporarily which 
may force the people of Hritain to 
eut down on their already pretty low 
rations. 


Obviously, much of the unnutborlx 
ed stories about financial difficult¬ 
ies leading to serious curtailment 
of food shipments from Canada to 
Hritain thin year are not wall-found- 
ed. judging from information gather 
ed along Pailiameut Hill where it 
Is evident that there is no intention 
to interrupt such essential food 
shipments.

GASOLINE TAX YIELD 
TO EXCEED $7,200,000

Alberta motorists contributed app¬ 
roximately $7,200,000 to the provin¬ 
cial treasury during the year ended 
March 31 in fuel oil or gasoline 
tax. according to Information receiv¬ 
ed by the Alberta Motor Association 

This was an Increase of more than 
$1,000,1100 over the previous year. 

Tile main reason for the record 
revenue during the past year was 
the increase in the gasoline tax from 
seven to nine cents per gal'on. 
When the additional tax was decid¬ 
ed upon the government announced 
that the revenue from this Increase 
would be used specifically for hard 
surfacing o main highways. 

Last year the province voted $13 
and a half million for its highway 
expenditures and n similar sum has 
been provided lor the current year.
